BRBTISH COLUMBIA. 



The annual meeting of tlia proprie- 
Lors of this company was held on Fri- 
day last, at tho head offices, Royal In- 
surance Buildings, North John-street, 
Liverpool. Charles Turner, Esq., 
chairman of tho hoard of directors, 
presided. 

The- notice convening tho meeting 
having been read, the report, as fol- 
lows, was taken as read : — 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The directors have the pleasure of 
reporting that in this branch of the 
•jiisiness the results of the year 187:5 
have been the most satisfactory, as 
respects the aggregate amount of prof- 
it realised, which tho company has 
ever experienced. 

The fire premiums for tho period 
amount to L'807,-105 IDs. 6d.,'and the 
losses to £436,190 10s. After tho de- 
duction of agents' commission and 
management expenses, tho profit on 
the transactions of the twelve months, 
including interest, amounts to £216,- 
2'21 IBs. 5d. During tho year the 
business in America has been reduced 
and it will accordingly he observed 
that there is a slight diminution of in- 
come, when compared with 1872. The 
account for "unearned premium for 
increased revenue" is therefore closed 
for the present, and tho surplus carri- 
ed to tiro fund, which is thereby in- 
creased to £354,637 10s. 

LIFE DEPARTMENT. 

During the past year, 140G new pro- 
posals were made to the company. Of 
these 1,099 were accepted and com- 
pleted for £514,638, tho new premi- 
ums thereon being £17,271 2a. 9d. 
The proposals declined during the 
period amounted to £121,7-14. The 
total income from premiums, after de- 
ducting re-assurances, amounted to 
L'2117,-115 10s. 8d., and tho interest re- 
ceived from investments (exclusive of 
that on the annuity funds) was £(J1,- 
91)0 lis. lOd. The claims during the 
year were :— By death — original sums 
assured, £117,228 17s. Gd. ; bonus ad- 
ditions thereon, £7,423 lis. 2d. By 
matured policies (including children's 
ondo wnients) — original sums assured, 
iy., 750; bonus additions thereon £134 
15s.; total, £120,537 3s. 8d. 

In the annuity branch tho purchase 
money received for now annuities, to- 
gether with the premiums on contin- 
gent annuities, amounted to £12,451 
(is. 2d., and the interest to £7,544 9s. 
Thirty annuitants have died during tho 
year, the annual payments to whom 
amounted to £1,473 2s. 

The result of the operations for the 
year is that, after payment of all 
claims, annuities, and expenses of 
every description, £158,547 (Is. 4d. 
has been added to the life funds, mak- 
ing tho total accumulations of the 
life-branch of the company £1,761,523 
lis. lid. 

The quinquennial investigation of 
tho life business will be made at the 
closo of the present year, preparatory 
to the declaration of a bonus to tho as- 
sured at the annual meeting in 1875. 
TJiO method adopted at tho investiga- 
tion of 1870 for securing perfect ac- 
curacy in tho calculations will again 
bo followed, and a separate valuation 
of tho Liabilities will accordingly be 
obtained from an independent actuary, 
in addition to the valuation by tho of- 
ficers of tho company. 

During the four years now expired 
tho mortality has continued to bo below 
tho expectation, nnd tho life fund has 
beon increased by a larger amount 
than in any sinilar period sinco tho es- 
tablishmont of the company. From a 
review of tho business at the end of the 
first, half of the present year, it may be 
fairly anticipated that, after making 
ample provision to moet a somewhat 
higher rate of mortality, which the 
recent researches of the Institute of 
Actuaries show may bo anticipated, the 
balance of profit will bo satisfactory 
alike to tho shareholders and tho as- 
sured. oc3

Sacerdotal Tyranny. 



No one who has watohei 

and studied the character of Bishop 
Hills since his unfortunate advent in 
this country can have experienced 
much surprise on account of recent un- 
happy proceedings by whioh the 
Church in an evil hour entrusted to 
his care has been broken up and n 
loved, devoted and useful pastor and 
his flock ruthlessly ejected by procest 
of civil law from an edifice erected by 
and for them. Nor can even the most 
superficial studeutof events bo surpris- 
ed nt. finding the local Government 
and their organ ranged on the side of 
tbo oppressor, aiding and abetting 
with all their might t he ciuel persecu- 
tion of the good Dean; for such i» in 
perfect harmony -with their general 
policy and piiveticc. But we confess 
that we were not altogether prepared 
to find tho mouthpiece of organized t y- 
ranny so boldly adding insult to injury 
by the impertinent and hypocritical 
expression of pity for the good but 
injured Dean. Pity, indeed! It 
had belter reserve its pity for 
itself and its religio-political masters, 
for they are mueli more lifting objects 
of that sentiment than the martyred 
Dean. They are objects of contempt; 
he of admiration, They areexcerated 
by till lovers of freedom and right: he 
beloved and living in the hearts of 
his people and the poor to whom he 
has ever been a faithful friend. The 
Bishop has patronized Vice and perse- 
cuted Virtue; and yet all must bow 
down and do him reverence because 
some foul mischance hath made him 
"the highest dignitary in the Episco- 
pal Church in the Province!" 

"Shalt Wo resign 
Our hopes, renounce our rights, forget our wrongs, 
llacanss an Impotent lip boueath a miter, 
Cries. "Be it hi/;" 

Learn, oh grovelling sycophant, that 
Trutti and Justice aro higher than even 
"the highest dignitary in the Episco- 
pai Church," and that. 

''• Truth, crilih'd to earth, shall rise awiiu, 
The eternal years of God an- hers; 
llut Error, wounded, writhes with pain. 
And dies among us worshippers," 

It should ho rohienibered that tho ense 
lias never been tried. Before tlio illegal 
tribunal held in Pandora Street Church 
tho Bean very properly declined to plead, 
contenting him-elf . with protecting 
against the constitution of the Oourt.and, 
as has since been soon, with good ranSolL 
Before tho Chief Justice there was no 
trial, no evidence, and wo have excellent 
reason for stating that, as "one story is 
good till tho other is told," hud tho Dean 
an opportunity of statiusr his ease and pre- 
senting his evidence before a proper tri- 
bunal, the bishop'sease would bear a very 
different aspect indeed. It undoubtedly 
seems it very great hardship that the Dean 
nnd his faithful flock should bo corripoll 
ed tn abandon that splendid new oililico 
and organ to the bishop and his Ritual- 
istic eccentrioities. These cost close upon 
fifteen thousand dollars, nearly tho wholo 
of which was contributed by the outgoing 
parly and their friends— was, in' fact tho 
maUri'tl fruit, so to speak, ot long yearn' 
of unselfish toil on the part of tho Bean. 
There is' this consoling reflection, how- 
ever, that sacrifices thus made for con- 
science sake in the cause of Christ arc 
not losses but gains — blessings in dis- 
guise. Think of the sacrifices, not only 
of comforts and property, but of life it- 
self, made by tho Fathers ol tho Reforma- 
tion! 

Internal Mail Service. 



A short time ago the "Mainland 
Guardian" had an article advocating 
sacra frequent mail communication be- 
tTrees'ihifl city and ike safucland. f7e 
hare be.cre us a zzrj of a paction to 
tho Postmaster-General of Canada, 
setting forth the inadequacy of the 
present mail service between New 
Westminster and Victoria and praying 
that the service should bo twice a week 
all the year round, and intimating that 
with such a service the petitioners 
would be satisfied as being sufficient 
to meet tho present requirements of 
the country. The prayer of the peti- 
tion appears to be reasonable, indeed 
this journal has long contended for 
tho same thing. Mails come here 
from abroad twice a week "via" Pugdt 
Sound and twice a month "via" the 
direct steamer from Sau Francisco all 
the year; and it doos not seem at all 
fair to the Mainland that they should, 
during four months in the year, be 
dispatch to it only once a week. We 
digress to say that it seems even-more 
unfair to the huge and important town 
of Nanainio that it should be put off 
with weekly mail communication dur- 
ing the entire year. But, to return to 
tho more immediate object of tho pre- 
sent remarks, when tho smallncss of 
tho additional expense necessary to 
the attainment of that object is consi- 
dered, it seems almost certain that tho 
prayer of the petition will bo granted. 
It is with moro regret than surprise 
wo find tho Now Westminster organ 
of tho local Government coming out in 
opposition to a movement which one 
would imagine had a right to claim 
tho hearty support of every man- hav- 
ing any views and aspirations bayond 
his own shop counter, and even tho 
narrowest minded, shortest sighted 



man in New Westminster. The rea- 
son assigned by tho organ for its oppo- 
ution to a movement so reasonable 
and so manifestly in tho true interest 
jf the community where it is publish- 
ed is "that some of the real friends of 
the District are quietly working for 
the establishment of direct mail 
communication via Semiahmoo;" and 
it Bays this knowledge ought to ex- 
cuse its "warmth of feeling; in this 
matter." Now we happen to know 
that the organ haB a private and more 
personal reason for its "warmth" in 
advocating the Semiahmoo route; hut 
no are witling for the present to accept 
the reason it gives. It is hardly pos- 
sible that there are to be found on the 
Mainland, not to say in Now West- 
minster, any considerable number of 
persons who would, if they could, 
nave the mail service via this city su- 
perceded by such an one as the Gov- 
ernment organ is advocating. Vic- 
toria is the political capital of tho Pro- 
vince. It is tho commercial capital 
too; and as such is altogether too firm- 
ly established to admit of a reason- 
able thought of change. So long tin 
these conditions, or either of them, 
exist, tho desirability of intimate con- 
nection and frequent mail communica- 
tion between Victoria and the Main- 
land must be conceded on all hands. 
Assuming the Suiniahmoo mail route 
to be established, there would still be 
the necessity for the Victoria service, 
— unless, indeed, it is proposed to 
place the political and commercial 
capital of the Province at Semiahmoo, 
which would, of course, make sonio 
difference; and wo know the tendency 
of the Government organ towards an- 
nexation. To a mail servico between 
Semiahmoo and tho "Royal City" as 
an auxiliary wo certainly have no ob- 
jection ; and wo hope the day is not 
distant, when such a luxury may be in- 
dulged in without any detriment to 
moro vital interests. But when it 
comes to bo advocated as 'something 
to suporcede and lake the place of an 
efficient mail service between Victoria 
and tho Mainland we must bo excused 
if we think tho journalist who advo- 
cates it in that sense either a knave or 
a fool. The extraordinary course t he 
Government organ lias adopted can 
ouly tend to keep things as they are — 
prevent any improvement in the mail 
servico, — that is to say if it exertR any 
influence at all in the inrittar, which 
we rather incline to doubt.

Friend Robert:— I take the present 
opportunity of writing these fow lines to 
you hoping they will rind you and family 
in tho enjoyment of good health, as it 
leaves lis at present You may have 
hoard that we worn on tho Yueon lust 
summer about this time; wo arriyeil after 
a long and hard trip of steady traveling^ 
and all down stream but what wo did iu 
the winter. Now to give you a rough 
Bketoh of tlm route; You know wo left 
you on Mansion about 15th Sopt., 1872. 
Wo went down tho Omineca to Findlay 
Branoli.then down Peace River to tho 
lloeky Mountain Portage; tooktwo weeks 
to get our stuff across. The Hudson Bay 
Clerk would not let us have horses, so wo 
htn' 'P".T)aek it oq our backs about twelve 
miln.s-r-T-J got tho horses, five in number, 
tho last 'day, when wo had everything 
•within two and a half miles of beinjj 
"across; they saw wo were going across 
anyhow. \Vo inado a raft and went down 
about 25 miles to tho month of Halfway 
Hirer, that is half the distance between 
tho Portage aud Port St. Johns. Here 
wo made two canoes of cottouwood and 
wont up about 10 miles; wo had to make 
two trips as the canoes would not carry 
nioro than half our bluff. The slush-ice 
begun running before wo started up and 
there was ioe thrown up on some of the 
burs eight or ten inches thick; before wo 
left olrwo got our small canoes swamped 
and lost about iJJOD worth of goods. Wo 
hero made two sleds and went up tho 
river about si.>:ty miles further, crossed a 
portage about 23 miles aud got on to 
Xelsoti river. Wo wont down the rivor 
about GO miles and stopped sleighing on 
15th April. Wo happened to get whoro i 
there was somo good Cottonwood and I 
made thiee canoes. While there wo kill- | 
od two moose and I think a third, but 
could not find it. When the river got 
clear dt float ioo wo started down; wo had 
to make a porrhge the biiuio day we loft 
at half a mile distance. \\'a went down 
to Fort Nelson in four days, I expect 
about 000 miles; it is a good large rivor 
there, nearly as large as the Parsnip at 
tho mouth and just such another stream, 
only it has cut through stoue and shale 
for a thousand foot or more and the banks 
aro perpendicular walls; except where a 
creek comes in is tho only chance to get j 
on tho table land. Along the water's I 
<idga there are small grovo- bars covered I 
with ftfiiHer either on one side or the j 
other. Wo \, ere well received at Fort 
Nelson] we arrived there Cth May. The I 
Hudson 11 ty b »ats had not yet left. Wo 
found about eight White men. nearly all 
Orkney or Isle of Sky's meu, talking good 
English, besides half-breeds. Wo were 
surprised to find so many mou there; 
they raise good potatoes and I believe 
wheat would grow. We got down to tho 
Liiard Uiver or the Delyore, as wo called 
it, iu about throe days, a distance of be- 
tween three and four hundred miles. Wo 
stopped there about three weeks: the 
water was high ami necessarily a largo 
river and swift, current. Wo could timl 
» color but that was about all. If there 
Mrs s.ajc'J^jisgn on it they inll be lonzi 
farther weei than where yia ?;e;-«. The 
route Pster Toy talked of z&.ing TronlA 
be i'-is yrepa. 1 oaa to, alrijs iae hozd- 
waters near Francis Lake, A party go- 
ing that way might clear their expenses 
trapping if they got nothing else, judg- 
ing from what the Hudson Uay nieu s»y 
about it. There is a portage of two days, 
I believe, between the Lake aud Pelly 
river, which runs into the Y'ucon at the 
head, where it and Lewis river join, We 
loft .Sam Wilkinson at tho mouth of .Nel- 
son River and four of us left for the 
Yucou. Wo wont down tho Liard to Fort 
biinpson, which is the headquarters of 
the district, situated at the junction of the 
junction of the Mackenzie and Liard 
Rivers. From tho mouth of Nelson river 
to Port Liard is about iilllj miles, and from 
thoro to Fort Simpson about 500 miles. 
We got to Fort Simpson on 1st Juno — 
daylight tho whole twenty-four hours. 
Wo went down the Maokenzio to tho 
mouth of Peel river; we passed Forts 
Norman and Good Hopo and were within 
200 miles of tho sea coast, Wo went up 
about 20 miles within sight of Fort Me- 
Pherson and met some of tho Hudson 
Bay men going over to tho Lapear liouse, 
bu a hiroam called Bull river, which runs 
iuto Rat river aud then into the Y'ucon 
threo miles below Fort Yuoon, It took 
us about two weeks to go up a creek 
about 70 miles long, which headed iu 
some lakes at or on tho Buiiiinil, between 
tho wators of the Y'ucon and Mackenzie 
rivers, although to go overland it was 
only 'M miles, but wo took our boat with 
us aud made tho po"ta'ge, The boat is 
32ft. long ami 8ft. beam; four of us took 
hor across. Wo went down from where 
wo struck Boll river to Lapear House iu 
one dUy, a distance of about 0.) miles. It 
is over 500 miios to Yucon. We stopped 
two wooks at tho Port. We could Hud 
Hoveral colors of float gold and plenty of 
black sand on tho bars around tho Fort 
wo thought we would try and go up 
whoro tho rivor was more uoullucd and 
wn would have a better chance, tho rivor 
being about 15 miles wide iitihe Fort and 
out Up with Bto U'jf hi J AS I islands. Wo left 
loft the Fort on 20th duly. Harper, 
Finch and I had a sack of il >ur each ami 
about 2001bs. dried meat aud started up 
tuo river about 121 miles. Tho mouu 
itvn to tho water's odgo 



got much hotter prospects. Wo went up 
35 days travel, about 600 miles, to the 
mouth of White river. We went up that 
15 days and killed all tho moose wo 
wanted for tho winter. We could get a 
little fine gold, but nothing to pay. We 
came down to the main river, put up a 
cabin aud commenced hunting foxes. We 
saw two bands of Indians about tho 
middle of August; we did not see another 
till the middle of April. We have all 
had pretty good hoalth; a oold has been 
the worst complaint any of us had. 
George got about 50 marten skins and 
Harper about 60, trading and trapping. 
We left our cabin on 24th May ond came 
down to Fort Yuoon 2d June; were gone 
about 10 months and had about lOOlbs. 
flour left, besides what we sold to the In- 
dians. People talk about roughing it. 
but they know nothing about it till thoy 
get on a trip of this kind. We went 
down to St. Michael's, on the sea coast, 
a distar.ee of over 1400 inilea, a splendid 
river all the way. Got there about tho 
25th, Wo went to tho Alaska Fur Com- 
pany's post and were treated well. Har- 
per, Fiuch, Harney and McKnitr have 
gone prospecting. I bear theru are new 
diggins struck on the Stickeen. Let us 
know all about thorn. If our boys strike j 
anything you will hear of it next fall if j 
we aro alive and well. An Indian 
brought in somo small pieces of gold, 
about two dollars worth. He would not 
tell where ho got it without being paid. 
The boys have gone up to find him and 
malto arrangements with him; thoro must 
be more there or close by. Wo have not 
heard any news from tho outside world 
for tho last two or three years, ouly ru- 
mors such as Groeley is dead, Grant 
elected, and so on. I expect wo will be 
able to got out of the country next ynsr 
if there is nothing better in view than 
thereSjs this year.

SPIRITED ACTION OP THE CON- 
GBEGATIONI 

On Sunday morning, about 11 o'olook, 
Judge -Pembertou, one of the Glairou war- 
den*, surrendered the key of Ohrist 
Church to Rev. F. B. Gribboll, Chaplain 
to tho Bishop, who opened the doors of 
the sacred edifice and about 25 men and 
30 boys who had been waiting outside 
immediately entered and commenced car- 
rying off hjmnbooks, cushions, haaaooks, 
etc., under instructions from the paw- 
holders. About 12 of the regular wor- 
shippers at the Cathedral, and 13 atrau- 
gers, drawn thither by ouriosity.oooapied 
seats iu the body of the Church. Only 
two members of the Choir — both gentle- 
men — wore present. Of the lady members 
not one was thoro. The orgauist was ab 
sent; and the bjautiful instrument, now 
mute, Jooked as if it would follow the 
organist if it could. Tho sexton was 
absent, and tho boll gave forth ur nonnd 
until a volunteer gave the rope a fow pulls. 
No attempt at choral service was made, 
and after tho usual lessons the Chaplain 
preached a stun t sermon and dismissed 
the congregation with tho benediction. 
During the progress of the service there 
were frequent interruptions from mem- 
bers of the congregation who took advan- 
tage of the Church being open to strip 
their pews of carpets, cushions, and other 
articles belonging to them.

A PROCLAMATION. 

T. FOURNIER, 1 -IXTHEREAS by an 
Attorney-Geuerul, - " Act passed by 
Cannda. ) the Parlianient of Ca- 
nada, in tuo Thirty-Seventh year of Our 
Reign, intituled " An Act to amend cer- 
tain Laws respecting Indians and to ex- 
tend certain Laws relating to mutters con- 
nected with Indiana to tho Province of 
Munitoba and British Columbia," it is in 
effect enacted that the Governor in Conn 
oil may, by Proclamation, exempt from 
the operation of tho several acts therein 
mentioned or of the Act now in part re- 
cited or from the operation of any one or 
more of tho clauses of any one or more 
of the said Acts, the Indians or any of 
them or any tribe of them or the Indian 
Lands or any portions of them in the 
Proviuce of British Columbia. 

And whereas wo deem it advisable that 
the Indians and every of them and the 
Boveral tribe" of them in the Province of 
British Columbia, should bo exempt from 
the operation of the eighth claubo of the 
Act now in recital.— 

Now know SB that, by and with tho ad-
